Death of Mr. Bachand, a

The death of the Hon, Pierre Bachand, halauce on Completion of Conyey- 
M. M. P. for St. Hyacinthe and Provincial 
Treasurer of Quebec, is announced. The 
deceased, who was ill a long time, died of 
consumption. It will be remembered that 
it was feared the bad state of his health 
would prevent him accepting a seat in Mr. 
Joly’s Cabinet, but having been urged to 
do so he gave way and entered the Admin- 
istration of which he was one of the most 
prominent members. His loss will be a 
serious one to his friends, as Mr. Bachand 
enjoyed the respect and confidence of every- 
body who knew him. 

Mr. Bachand was born at Vercheres, P. 
Q., on the 26th March, 1835. He received 
his education at the St. Hyacinthe Semi- 
nary. In the year 1860 he was called to 
the Bar. Mr. Bachand was a prominent 
member of the Executive of the Reform 
Association and ofthe VParti-Nutional of 
Montreal. He was first returned to Par- 
liament at the general election of 1867, to 
represent St. Hyacinthe in the Legislature. 
At the general elections in 1871, 1875 and 
1878 he was re-elected.
